Poor Were Not Prepared for the Cold 
Spell of Saturday. 


The poor of the city were unpre­ 
pared for the Slidden and extrem e 
cold, and early Saturday and until 
late in the evening Mrs. Kula Colo, 
of the Associated Board of Charities, 
was besieged with requests Bur aid. 
In nearly all instances Biel anti pro­ 
visions were asked, while in some 
few appeals for assistance clothing 
aud other necessaries were sought. 
Mrs. Cole supplied the wants of the 
worthy poor as rapidly as passible, 
and during the day had a large quan­ 
tity of coal and wood delivered lo the 
needy and those in distress. 
The Salvation Army also looked 
after many poor families, and others 
were aided by neighbors and friends.

striation of the ('ombre tunnel last ’ 
VV< dnesday, were suffocated. 
This 
information was received at tile head­ 
quarters of the Mexican Northwest­ 
ern railroad today. 
The tragedy is 
laid to Maximo Castillo, 
a 
bandit 
leader. 
A special 
train 
carrying 
twenty Americans, led by \V\ J. Far­ 
ragut, of the Mexico Northwestern, 
with fifty coffins and a rescue out­ 
fit, left tonight for the .scene. 
The 
exact 
number 
of 
persons 
aboard th© passenger train, which, 
consisted of one. first class, two sec­ 
ond class coaches, baggage and ex­ 
press car and a freight car, is not 
known. 
The first re|K>rts put the 
number at thirty-five, while the re­ 
quest for coffins asked for seventy- 
five. This was evidently an estimate, 
as the searching party was unable to 
penetrate far enough into the tunnel 
to count, the dead. 
These, it is ex­ 
pected, will lie found strewn along 
th© poisonous reaches? of tho tunnel 
where they fell in attem pting to es­ 
cape. 
f>r. F. C. Herr, head of the 
rescue party, reached a body within 
three hundred feet of the north en 
trance to the tunnel. 
It was that of 
Juan Fernando^, rear brakeman of 
the train. 
As Hie passenger train 
did not stop until within a few' hun­ 
d red ''feet of the freight train with 
which Castillo had set fire to the 
fennel seven hours before, Fernandez 
must have staggered 
and 
crawled 
three-quarters of a mile before he 
succumbed to the deadly fumes. 
The people ar© furious at Castillo’s 
act. 
Tuesday twenty-two of his men 
were captured and executed by the 
rebels, and the next day, apparently 
in revenge, lie captured 
a 
freight 
train, ran it into the south end of the 
tunnel and set. it afire. 
The passen­ 
ger train entered the death trap from 
the north unsuspectingly and the en­ 
gineer discovered the trap too late. 
Tho missing Americans, employes 
of th© railroad, are: 
M. J. Gilmartin, 
superintendent of the Chihuahua di­ 
vision; H. Schoefield, superintendent* 
cf terminals at Juarez; L e e Williams, 
assistant manager of commissary; M. 
F Larders, express agent; E. J. Mc- 
C'utheon, engineer, and J- E. W ebster, 
conductor. 
Secretary of State Bryan wired to­ 
day, demanding that a train of sol­ 
diers be dispatched ahead of the res­ 
cue party to prevent any attack by 
Castillo on Americans. 
Three hun­ 
dred rebel soldiers were immediately 
detailed to go with the rescuers.

The $100,000,000 suit of the State 
of Texas against the Missouri, Kan­ 
sas & Texas Railway of Texas Friday 
was settled at Austin, Texas, by a 
compromsie without 
a money pen­ 
alty. 
The suit was brought under the 
state anti-trust laws to prevent the 
lailroad merging several of a s Texa/ 
branches under one management, a 
merger which the Texas legislature 
specifically authorized last spring. In 
the suit State Attorney General B. F 
Looney held the legislature’/ action 
to lie unconstitutional. 
Under

court at Austin Friday the Texas sys­ 
tem is to be separated from the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas & Texas Railway of

The compromise binds the railroad 
to spend $G,000,Q0(\ on Improvements 
in Texas.

all of its interest in the stocks of the 
Texas concern to H. E. Hildebrand, 
of San Antonio, who, in turn, is re 
quired to convey the interest thus 
acquired to the Central.

In the year 1912. 9,G72 were either 
wholesale or retail dealers in liquor, 
beer, rectifiers or brewers.

by the United States to Missouri cor­ 
porations, firms or individuals, either 
men or women, who distribute beer 
or liquors in small quantities.
